1—The postmaster is required to give 
notice hy letter (returning the paper does 
not answer the law) when a subscriber 
does not take his paper out of the office, 
und etate the reason for ita not being tak 
en. A neglect to do this makes the poet 
master responsible to the publisher for 
payment. 

2—If any person orders his paper dis- 
continued he must pay all arrearages, or 
the publisher may continue to send it 
until payment iamade and collect the 
whole amount whether the paper is tak- 
en from the office or not, 

3—Any person who takes a paper out 
of the post office, whether directed to his 
name or not, is responsible for the pay. 

4—If'a subscriber orders his paper 
xtopped and the publisher continues 
xending it, the subscriber is bound to 
pay for itif he takes it from' the post- 
office. This proceeds upon the grounds 
that a man must pay for what he uses.

Winnipeg, Jan, 18.— John Kraf- 
chenko, gunman, proven desperado, 
believed to be the man who held up 
and murdered the Plum Creek banker 
a short time avo, conceded to he the 
most desperate criminal in Western 
Canada, hero of one of the most sen- 
sational escapes from prison ever oc- 
curring in the jail annals of the Do. 
minion, ang upon whose head a price 
of $10,000 had been placed, was taken 
without th: turning of a hair tonight, 
and is lodged in the provincial jail.

SYNOPSIN OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years vl . ay home- 
stead a quarter section «as ailable Do- 
Minion laadin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or ‘tberta The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District, Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties— Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, canes when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homes patent) and §0 
acres extra cwftivation. The area of 
cultivation is aubject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain 1 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3 per 
acre. Dutica—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300,

VETERAN TO RETIRE, 


ar. 8, B. Robins Is Canada's Oidest 
Active Educationist. 


Afier nearly two-thirds of a cen- 
tury devoted to the cause of cduca- 
tion in Ontario and Quebec, one of 
Canada's oldest educationists—in all 
probability the very oldest both in 
age and years of active service—has 
announced his retirement from pub- 
lic life in the person of Dr. 8. B. Rob- 
ins, who has passed the four-score 
mark, and first taught near Cobourg, 
Ont., in 1848. For about half a cen- 
tury Dr. Robins had becn associated 
with the developmen* of Normal 
schools in Montreal, until the Normal 
school of which he was head ceased 
to have a separate existence in 1907. 
For nwore than a third of a century 
the venerable doyen of his profession 
was 4 member of the Protestant Com- 
mittee of Public Instruction, a posi- 
tion from which he publicly announc- 
ed his resignation a few days ago, 
giving for his reagzon ‘advanced age.’’ 

In a conversation with, Dr. Robins 
a few days ago, he talked for nearly 
two hours most interestingly of edu- 
cational development in Ontario and 
Quebec, including reminiscences of 
pre-Confederation days in Toronto. 
His first teaching position was in a 
tural school, on the fourth line of 
Dummer, in what was then called 
Western Canada. He was then still 
in his teens, and soon moved to a 
country school house near Cobourg. 
It was while teaching near there that 
he became acquainted with the fam- 
ous Canadian educationist, Dr. Eger- 
ton Ryerson, with whom thereafter 


| his life was to be more or less inti- 


mately associated. 

Dr. Robins has many keen recol- 
Jections of events and incidents which 
have passed into history, including 
the fights of pre-Confederatiou days, 
the riots during the Barney Devlin- 
D'Arcy McGee election, the burning 
of the Douglas planing mill in 1858, | 
because of hatred for the head of the 
company, who had converted his ser- 
vant girl from Catholicism to Protest- 
antism, and otber exciting occur-

His 
conversation is almost that of a purist 
and his memory really wonderful in 
its wealth of detail. 

He made, early in life, two resolu- 
tions, which he has kept. These are: 

“Never to seek wealth.” 

“Never to seek political prefer- 
ment.” 

He attributes his enjoyment of a 
life replete with action to his adher- 
ence to these tvo principles. 

He has just broken one Nfe-long 
principle-—never to seek newapaper, 
publicity. But now, on his retirement, 
he agreed to break this. He says he | 
thinks he's old enough now to do this 
without anyone saying that he has 


At his home, 94 St. Matthew street, 
Montreal, with an unmarried daugh- 
ter, Dr. Robins lives quietly, in peace 
and, seglusion, He spend: his leisure 
reading and solving abstruse mathbe- 
matical problems, as, when he spe- '! 
cialized in this department of knowl- ; 
edge a few decades ago, he had a 
reputation as a nathematician which 
was international. The study, of 
prime numbers Is his latest hobby. 

Few men continue their studies as 
octagenarians, but Dr. Robins’ thou- 
sands of friends in Montreal, Toront >, 
and other parts of Canada, including 
all who have passed under his tute- 
lage, wish him many more years of 
happiness and usefulness,

MORE “LABBY” STORIES, 
Deariy 


fhe Laughing Philosopher 
Loved a Joke. 

“Labby” was never taken seriouse 
ly as a politician, but the world en- , 
Joyed him as a jester, and that the | 
world was right in its estimate of 
him {s proved by “The Life of Henry 
Labouchere,” by his nephew, Mr. Al- 
gar Labouchere Thorold, which have 
just been published. He srffered 
two great disappointments in the 
course of his political carcer—Mr. 
Gladstone failed to include him fn 
the 1892 Ministry, and Lord Rose- 
hery refused to make him ambassa- 
tor at Washington. We cannot won- 
der at either decision; but we can 
admire the philosophic vein in which 
“Labby” accepted defeat. “It should 
never be forgotten,” says his bio- 
Brapher, ‘“‘that Henry Labouchere 
was, in fact, a Frenchman. French 
by birth, he remained, to the day of 
his death, French in his method of 
formation of opinion, in his outlook 
on life, in the peculiar quality of his 
wit. It was this that cnabled, or 
rather obliged, him to take that 
curlously detached view of English 
ideals which was at times so discon- 
certing even to those who thought 
that they understood him.” 

Here is his career in a nutshell: 

Sent down from Cambridge. 

Visited the principal gambling 
places of Europe. 

Wandered for six months with 
Red Indians in the Wild West. 

Wore pink tights in a circus, be | 
ing in love with a lady performer. 

Had many more adventures, 

Spent ten years in the diplomatle 
service, 

Founded “Truth.” 

Entered Parliafhent and became 
chief Radical wirepuller. 

Writing to a friend with regard 
to his appointment a3 secretary of 
Legation to the Republic of Pana- 
ma, he said:——“I had never heard of 
this Republic * * * go I remained 
comfortably in Italy and drew my 
salary like a bishop.'’’ After twelve 
months urgent messages reached 
him asking why he had not pro- 
ceeded to his post. He replied: “I 
have spent twelve months in dili-, 
gent inquiries respecting the wheree 
abouts of the Republic of Panama, 
hitherto without success. If your 
Tordship will inform me where it is 
I need hardly say I will hasten 
there.” ’ 

His drolleries: were innumerable; 
he was rarely in a serious od for 
long. At his house in Olu Palace 
Yard he kept a playbill of an Ameri- 
can circus in which he figured (when 
ho was attache at Washington) as 
a 
jumper. There was a lady inv the 
troupe, of course. “I wore pink 
tights,” “‘Labby’”’ related, ‘‘with a 
fillet round my head. My adorable 
one said I looked a aear.” *As au 
attache at Stockholm he went to 
convey Queen Victoria's congratula- 
tions and inquiries on ‘le birth of 
a royal baby. The solean gontle- 
man who received him 1 plied that 
“His Royal Highness is uffering a 
little internally, and it 1s thought 
that this is due to the . ilk of the 
wet nurge having been slightly sour 
yesterday evening.” Labouchera 
telegraphed this to the l’oreign Of- | 
lice, 

How young ‘“‘Labby” concealed a 
piece of truaniry by denying his 
identity to his «vn father in Lon- 
don and slipping back to Cambridge 
in time to a ticipate parental sus- 
picions is well known, The boy who 
tricked his parent was the man in 
afte years who could play the wit 
upon his father’s memory. The 
identities of his father and uncle, 
Lord Taunton, were confused one 
day by a senQYeman to whom Henry 
was introduced for the first time. 
“The stranger opened the conversa- 
tion by remurking, ‘I have just 
heard your father make a remark- 
able speech in the House of Lords.’ 
‘~The Hotse of Lords!’ replied Mr, 
Labouchere, assuming an air of In- 
tense interest, ‘well, 1 always have 
wondered where my father went to 
when he died.’ "”

FATHER OF BOURASSA 


HE IS A FRENCH-CANADIAN OF 
SHE OLD SCHOOL. 


Napoleon Bourassa Is Typical of the 
French Race In Canada at Its 
Kinest—He Is a Painter, Archi- 
tect and Decorator and Also a 
Novelist — Married Papineau's 
Youngest Daughter. 


Thousands know Wenrl Pourassa, 
the picturesque schoolmaster of the 
Nationalists; tens of thousands have 
read his articles and heard him speak. 
Very few know much or anything 
about his father, Napoleon Bourassa. 
But to the select little world of art 
and literature in the Province of Que- 


bec, the patriarchal old man of let- - 


ters, upon whose face is written no- 
bleness of character and loftiness of 
thought, holds a larger share of re- 
spect and affection than is even claim- 
ed by his brilliant offspring from the 
most devoted of his followers. 
Napoleon Bourassa epitomizes the 
highest type of the cultured French- 
Canadian of the old school. At the 
age of elghty-five he can look back 
upon a life of noble endeavor to cul-

tivate a taste for art and letters 


among his people. In this he labored 
not in vain, and old Quebec has many 
lasting monuments to his genius. 
When a very young man he courted 
and won the hand of the youngest 
and, most talented daughter of that 
femous French-Canadian reformer, 
Papineau. She died in 1869, after 
twelve years of a bappily married 
life, and Bourassa, still a young man, 
threw himself heart and sou! into 
painting. He studied for some time 
under the late Thcophille Hamel, at 
Quebec and Toronto, and was later 
for three years at, Florence and 
Rome. During this time he was much 
with Overleck, the German religious 
painter, and fol.owed his methods 
closely. In 1880 he was chosen by 
the Marquis of Lorne as a member of 
the newly-established Royal Academy 
of Arts, and served as its vice-presi- 
dent. 

The church of Notre Dame ‘ie 
Lourdes, Montreal, is an example of 
his powers as architect, painter and 
decorator, and even in recent years 


‘he has designed many fine churches 
‘in Canada and the United States. 


Mr. Bourassa is not unknown to 
French-Canadian literature, and ts 
the author of ‘Jaques et Marie,” an 
historical romance relating to the de- 
parture of the unhappy Acadians tn 
1755, as well as several volumes of 
lectures, At the age of eighty-five he 
is still hale and heaaty.

“Gibbon had a small face, almost 
lost between a high forehead and a 
big double chin and a caricature of a 
nose which was crushed between the

Gibbons received these marks of at- 
tention, offering his face to the ex- 
ploration of the blind lady's fingers 
with a delightful frankness, 

“Mme, du Deffand passed her fin- 
gers over his chubby face carefully. 
She did her utmost to discover some 
other outstanding trait than the pair 
of abnormally developed cheeks, but 
all to no purpose. During the exam- 
ination expressions of doudt and be- 
wilderment chased each other over 
the face of the blind woman until 
at last, in an outburst of anger, she 
let her hands fall by her side and

DINGMAN ON THE EVE 
OF STRIKING OIL © 


Calgary Excited---Considerable Trading in 
Leases---New Companies Are 
Preparing to Drill 


RUMORS THAT OIL HAS BEEN STRUCK ARE 
VERY PERSISTENT 


The past week has been one of suppressed excitement through- 
out the district owing to the rumors that oil had been struck in the 
Dingman well, There was much to lend color to these rumors. 
Several of the directors of the Calgary Petroleum Products Co. have 
made hurried trips to the well, and it is admitted that they have sat 


| up far into the night waiting for the word. Early in the week Man- 
' ager Dingman was interviewed by the Calgary News-Telegram and 


gave the following for publication: ‘No, we cannot say that we 
have struck oil yet, at least we had not when I was last advised of 
the situation, but I would not be surprised any day now if we did. 
‘Lhe situation is looking more favorable every day now with depth.” 

It is known that the daily log shows the formation passed through 
to be just as expected, which indicates that the oil sands should be 
reached at some point in the next 350 feet. It was reported early in 
the week that the company were constructing a reservoir to contain 
the oil, which report the company will neither affirm nor ‘deny. 

The discovery of a large body of oil in the Dingman property 
will have an :mmediate effect on the value of the surrounding proper- 
ties, since it will confirm Cunningham Craig’s statements regarding 
the position of the anticline. His last public statement in Calgary 
was as follows: 

“The investigations which I have made have confirmed my ~ 
previous goon opinion of the Southern Alberta oil fields, and I am 
of the opinion that oil exists there in commercial quantities, although 
only actual drilling will prove this contention of mine for a certainty.” 


Several Anticlines Exist 


“There are several anticlines in Southern Alberta, but they are 
small, narrow ones, and leases situated outside of these anticlines 
will have no oil on them at all. 

“Subterranean upheavals are responsible for this peculiar feature 
of the antic'ines and it is very hard for even an expert to determine 
just where the oil is situated. 

“For example, a well may be sunk on a portion of one section 
azid oil may be struck in this well in commercial quantities, while 
inother well sunk on the same section may prove to be what is ca!led 
a ‘duster.’ : 


Thinks Highly of Dingman Well 


“I am of the opinion that the Dingman well will eventualiy turn 
out to be @ good oil-producing well, but it may only be situated on 
the extreme edge of the anticline. If this is so, then many of the 


| adjacent leases wi!l be worth absolutely nothing from an oil-pro- 


ducing standpoint. 

“The investigation which I have made of the Mowbray-Berkeley 
holdings lead me to believe that there is oil on a great part of this 
Property. in fact these holdings are as good as any I have examined 
in the Southern Alberta oil fields.”
